VOLTS STRUCK SOLDIER 


Tom Hannan, Enlisted Man of En- 


atlneers>Government Wire-Short 


Ghastly Scene. 


(From Saturday's Advertiser.) 


At 1 o'clock this morning two dead 


men were lifted from the mud in front 
ot No. 1 Fire Station on King street, 
placed in the police patrol wagon and 
taken to tbe morgue. 


One corpse was that of a Hawaiian, 


the other that of an American. 


The two men were killed by contact 


with a live wire of the Government 
Electric Lighting system. 


A dead hack horse, that had been 


driven by the native, and the vehicle, 
obstructed the. thoroughfare*. - - 


A current ot about 1,000 volts dealt 


out the death. 


The Hawaiian was Alohlkea, of the 


IXL hack stand. He 'had been in the 
business a long- time and was well 
known. 


Tom Hannan is the name of the dead 


soldier. He was a member of Company 


L, of the battalion of United States 
Army engineers at Camp McKinley. 
Hannan was aged 28, was a pressman, 
a resident of San Francisco, where be 
had (been employed in various print- 
ing offices. He was not married. He 
came to the Coast from Tennessee sev- 
eral years ago. 


A survivor of the mudering electrit- 


Ity Is Chas. Geertz, a San Franciscan 


of the same company as was Hannan. 


He received a shock which rendered 
him unconscious for some seconds. 


The native cabman and his horse 


were killed first Mrs. N. F. Burgess, 
woo lives opposite tbe fire station with, 
her son, the physician, saw tbe fire 
flashing from the wires, heard the rig 
approaching, heard the sounds of the 
collision and the Hawaiian moaning. 
She had arisen to look after some 
windows that she thought might ad- 
mit rain.

He thought that It 
would be essential to ascertain the ex- 
act facts in every detail, with a view 
not only to settling all question con- 
cerning the deaths of Hannan and Alo- 
bikea, but for use in the future. 


The Military authorities at 
Camp 


startled by news of the fearful incident 
of the night and were eager to learn 
all about it An order wad sent In, to 
iave the body of Hanna taken to the 
undertaker's, and E. A. Williams 
fetched It from the morgue to ills place 
of business. This was permitted by 
the police upon the approval of Mar- 
shal Brown. The Marshal also sent 
word to all men on beats to watch for 
short circuits and to report on bad 
wires anywhere without delay. 


It was a sad thing to see Alohikea, 


a hearty, happy, hard-working native, 
and Hanman, the soldier far 
from 


home, dead without any suggestion or 
thought of danger and their 
bodies placed side by side in the po- 
lice patrol wagon.

Saturday morning Deputy Marshal 


ChilUngworth, acting coroner, empan- 
eled the following Jury to Inquire toto 
the cause of death of Thomas Hannan 
and Alohikea, victims of Friday nigfct's 
tragedy, viz: T. V. King, Ed .Paris, A. 
Peyser, John Kiiaana, John Mahuko 
and Albert Trasb. 


The ]urors were duly sworn amd 


were then shown the body of Alohikea, 
which had. been placed at the Station 
bouse. The body bore a natural ap- 
pearance, there being no burns to in- 
dicate the horrible manner In which 
deceased met his death. The jury was 
unanimous in tbe belief that the man 
had not come into direct contact with 
the live wire itself, but was killed 
through contact with the horse, which 
had evidently struck Che wire, form- 
ing a complete circuit. 


After having viewed the body of 


Alohikea the jury was taken to the 
undertaking rooms of El A. Williams 
on Fort street, where the body of 
Thomas Haainan had been removed. 
His body, like that of Alohikea, showed 
no signs of the violent manner in 
which he met death. 


After examining the bodies the jury 


was excused until 2 o'clock in the af- 
ternoon, at which hour they again con- 
vened for the purpose of taking the 
testimony of witnesses who were at the 
scene of the tragedy shortly after it 
occurred. 


The first witness to he called was 


Charles Thurston, foreman of No. 1 
Engine Company, who testified) in sub- 
stance as follows: Friday night at 
about 12:50 he was awakened by a 
very heavy rainfall, that he arose and 
went through the engine house, as is 
his custom on being aroused, to see 
that everything was all right, and on 
his returning up stairs he Iheaxd some- 
one groaning, and, looking out Of the 
front window, saw a hack standing In 
the street, with the horse lying down 
and in close proximity, at right angles 
to the horse, was the form of a man. 
He at once put on hls*clothes and ran 
out into the street, where Ihe found 
Geertz clinging to the body of Hannan 
and, instinctively knowing that it was 
electricity that was causing the trouble 
he had presence of mind enough 
to 


grasp Geertz by the shoes, wh'.ch 
served as a partial non-conductor, and 
pulled him from connection with the 
Ine wire, thus breaking the circuit 
with which Geertz was being affected. 
He then assisted Geertz Imo the en- 
gine house, where he was cared for by 
Dra Winslow and Burgess 
He then 


ran out into the street to keep the 
crowd from coming in contact with the 
wire

in substance1 I have known Tom Han- 
nan for about four months.

were together much of Uie time when 
off duty. Friday evening -we came

parlor and baJ some rrcam 
After 


eating tbe ice cream we rrMirned to 
tbe Pantheon, where we roimin^J tar 
a short time and (hen took in 
Chinese quarter. K bad oommTiced to 
rain and we enfPMfed a carriape '.o takr- 
MS up to camp, Uifs was abtvit 12 30 
We drove up King street and had 
about thr«® Mocks when the 
stopped his hor.»e and said 
ia wrong; ihen> is a man lying in th 
mud In the stretf.' He started to re 
otK of the carriage to BP« what t»i 
trcn*b)e w«*. wh*n Tom {o»d him to re- 
main in th* carriape and look after its 


bone; that he would see what 4b« 
trouble was. Tom then got out of th* 
cab and walked over to where tike m*n 
was lying in the «treet, I following 
dowdy behind him. 
When Tom 


reached *be man he stooped over to 
raise JW<m up. As he touched him he 
cried out 'Oaf and fell back Into my 
arme. The Mutant hi* body touched 
me I felt a terrible shock ana knew 
that we were entangled in a live elec* 
trio wire. When Tom fell into toy 
arms we both dropped to the ground 
together and his legs were thrown 
across mine. After we struck the 
ground I shouted for help and then I 
remember no more until after Mr. 
Thurstom pulled me away from Tom. 
The shock was terribly strong and I 
feel the effects of it yet I wa» taken 
into the dispensary and given % drink 
of liquor, which gave tne strength, 
after which I waa pot to bed in the fire 
house and given something by the doc- 
tor, to make me sleep. Hamnan waa 
between 28 and 30 years old. He told 
me that he originally came from Ten- 
nessee or some of those Southern 
States. He told me that he had a 
father somewhere in the Bast. 


When asked if Hamnan was a strong, 


healthy man, Geertz replied: "Yea, sir, 
he wae quite healthy." 


Mrs. Burgess, who lives opposite No. 


I fire house, on King street, waa the 
next witness to be called. She said 
that she was awakened by the heavy 
down pour of rain and had arisen to 
see if the rain, was coming in through 
the windows, which were open. She 
looked out of the window and saw a 
hack driving by, but thought that tha 
horee attached to It was white. She 
then went to the back part of the 
house to close tine shutters, after which 
she again went to the front room and 
looked out of the window toward King 
street and saiw a hack standing in the 
.street Just then she heard some one 
cry out and groam. She- put her head 
out of the window to see what was the 
matter, when she heard a. man" shout 
"Help! Help! Help!" Believing that 
something seidoua bad happened she 
called her son1. Dr. O. Waldo Bu 
who at oncd went to the scene 
accident, while she lighted lamps 
placed them on the^anai. 
Join Rodriquer, the Portuguese hack 


driver, better known as Joe Rosa, was 
called to the stand to give his version 
of the accident His testimony brought 
out no new facts, as it simply corroo- 


the evidence of Geertz. He 


stated that aa soon as he saw Hannan 
and Geertz fall he became frightened 
and drove as fast as he could to the 
jolice station, and reported the matter 
,o the' police. 


Dr. Wins-low was next called to the 


stand and stated that be was in the 
employ of the Hawaiian Government 
and was located to the Government 
dispensary on King street That be 
had passed the place on his bicycle 
where the accident occurred &i about- 
[2:30 and had noticed no obstruction 
im. the street. He went to his room, 
which is off the dispensary, and was 
preparing to retire when, the- electric 
igat in his room suddenly went oat' 
fje stepped out on the lanai to see if 
the street lamps were still lighted, 
when he heard Geertz shouting for 
help. He ran out into the street in his 
underclothes and tan into too, electric 
wire and received a severe shock. He 
examined both bodies and immediate- 
y tried to force respiration, which is 
customary in cases of apparent death 
caused by an electric shock, out with' 
out avail. 
James C. Crame, a lineman connect- 


ed with the Government electric light 
station, waa next called and he testi- 
fied to having been summoned over the 
telephone by his superior, Mr. Buck, 
the electric light superintendent to re- 
port at once with his tools at No. 1 
fire house, which he did, minus Ms 
climbers, but he secured- a pair from 
the Bungalow and climbed the pole and 
cut the fire house gong wire, also the 
wire that had conveyed the fatal cur- 
rent He stated that foe found an in- 
sulator pto broken which sustained 
:he deadly wire, having become ratten 
after years of service, but the same 
wire was held by another, which was 
used for conveying current in another 
direction. 
Stearns Buok, superintendent of the 


Government electric light plant, was 
fhe next witness called and stated that 
the first intimation that he had of any 
trouble on the lines was when he 
noticed the lights in the ball room 
where he was In attendance, become 
dim, and lie at once telephoned to the 
station to ascertain, if possible, the 
cause. He afterwards learned, how- 
ever, where the trouble was and tele- 
phoned his lineman, Mr. Crane, to cut 
out the trouble, which, was done. He 
stated that the defective pin had prob- 
ably been in use for nfteen years, but 
did not believe that it was the cause 
of calamity or its breaking was in any 
way connected with the casualty. He 
said that he had been in tie Govern- 
ment's employ for about a year, and 
during that time had made many im- 
provements in the system, but had not 
aa yet made any in the locality of the 
accident but was making them as fast 
as the means in 'his possession would 
pennit 


It 5s evident that Marshal Brown and 


the coroner intend leaving no stone 
unturned in determining wihere Ihe 
blame, if any, should be fixed They 
have secured the assistance at the in- 
quest of Fred J. Cross, electrical en 
gineer and expert who plied Mr. Bock 
with same very pertinent (juestlona. Al 
this poinl it was suggested by Attor- 
ney GeneraJ W. O. Smith tfcft-t they ad- 
joarn to the scene of the accident to 
give the Juror* an opportunity o? see- 
ing tbe place and from ttoere adjourn 
until Monday morning at 10 o'clock.

defendant. Plaintiff's appeal sustained 
and judgment appealed from reversed.

THE JUDGE AND THE GENERAL. 


The issue between General King and 


Judge Wilcox has nothing whatever 
to do with ihe guilt or innocence of ttte 
officers who have, we believe, commit- 
ted a serious offense for which they 
should have been punished. The issue 
Twtween General King and Judge Wil- 
cox is this: The Judge while on th« 
tench charged General King, who was 
•not before him on any warrant, and 
could not be heard, with the serious! 
offense of failing to discharge his duty 
as an officer of the United States Gov- 
ernment. As a specification of that 
general charge the Judge repeated a 
current report about town that the 
general instead of pursuing the offend- 
ing officers, remained in bed, could- not 
3>e seen, but gave a dinner party the 
evening of the same day. This charge 
is entirely separate and Distinct from 
the charges against the two riotous 
officers and the treatment accorded 
them. The Judge also, from the 
bench, publicly charged the military 
officials with failure of duty in the 
matter of instituting court-martial 
proceedings. Thto charge has nothing 
;'& do with «» disorderly conduct of 
'tie. two officers. It is a charge against 
a* high commissioned officer of the 
Government, which will subject him to 
punishment if he is guilty of it. 


As to tbe courts-martial, General 


King declares that he has done that, 
and only that, which the rules of the 
American military service require in 
cases of ihe kind in view. As to being 
in toed during the day and attending 
a dinner party Generaly King flatly 
contradicts the statement, and distinct- 
ly charges that the Judge has made a 
public statement from the bench that 
is untrue. 


Whether the statement made by the 


Judge regarding General King, that 
he has neglected his duties, is true or 
not, is not discussed here. We simply 
present the issue in the case and say 
tnat true or not the charge was unne- 
cessary to the decision of the case at 
bar and should not have been made in 
the general's absence. 


The sympathies of the Advertiser are 


••1th Judge Wilcox in Ms efforts to 
keep order in town. We stand by him 
whenever, and wherever he exerts his 
lawful authority. We will go further 
and stand toy him if be can prove that 
General King is guilty of the offenses 
charged, though he was accused with- 
out any hearing in the cas«. 


The Advertiser strongly insisted on

passing away had been grounded in 
industrial training, !t was, he believed, 
contrary to all experience, and history 
that the children of this generation 
should "be destitute as a class of any 
agricultural skill. 


It is a fact that the early mission- 


aries did, so far as their many and 
burdensome clerical duties permitted, 
give the natives instruction in several 
simple arts. But no attempt was made 
to educate them as agriculturists. 


And wh>? Simply because the na- 


tives, as a rule, could and did cultivate 
their own kuleaoas better than the 
white people could. They caught fish 
with more skill than the white people. 
Moreover, there was, on most of the 
Islands, no sale for the produce. The 
native families raised their own food, 
and did not buy it. There were no 
purchaser of food, excepting the whale- 
men who called once a year and bought 
little. If an ambitious native, raised 
an extra amount of taro, he could not 
sell it. 


Nor had the natives, for many year*, 


any "wants" and if any, they were 
easily satisfied. What incentive was 
there to work for that which he real- 
ly did 
not want? The 
"civilfzed" 


white man wants everything in sight 
Give him a million of dollars and he 
will use it in supplying his wants. But 
the native, like the Princess Ruth, 
would abandon a palace, and live on a 
lanai. because accustom?"! to it. 
rn

The incident of the controversy be- 


tween Judge Wllcox and General King 
will be, unfortunately, the substance of 
much lively description in the letter* 
of the many newspaper correspondents 
here.' As usual there will be In some 
cases, gross exaggeration, and the* Idea' 
will 1» encouraged that there is a eeri- 
oua conflict between the civil and mili- 
tary authorities. The incident of the 
controversy might well pass without 
further notice, were it not that the 
correspondence toy the next mail may 
tend to do us harm at a time when 
our political future is aibout to be de- 
fined by a law of Congress.

powerful influence of the War Depart- 
ment in Washington. It is an organi- 
zation with political connections in 
every direction.

It is certain that in the future the 


War Department will exercise a strong 
influence here both on its commercial 
and social sides. The officers of the 
Regular service are extremely sensi- 
tive about the honor of the corps, and 
at times are unreasonably so, and they 
"pull together" In protecting it. This 
strong esprit du corps leads them to 
punish by courts-martial, any member 
of the body who brings discredit upon 
it. 


One of the reasons for the friction 


between the army and the civil auth- 
orities in so many places is, that there 
is a conflict of ideas and habits. There 
is no self government in an army. It 
is an absolute despotism. It is not 
a thinking machine, like the citizens 
of a community. It is an acting ma- 
chine guided by the thought of one 
man. 
It is organized to kill men, and 


not to educate them or teach them de- 
mocratic ideas. Its ideal man is a per- 
fectly trained 
automaton, that is 


healthy and can shoot to kill. A regi- 
ment of men reaches it highest effi- 
ciency, when every man in it ceases 
to reason about things, and when, if a 
stupid order is given, will 
simply 


march into the "jaws of hell"—to a 
useless slaughter without asking any 
questions. 


A system of this kind, when placed 


by the side of another system of social 
organization in which every man has 
the "born of Heaven" right to utter 
at any and all times, as much wisdom 
or nonsense, as he may please, and if 
there is anything to be done, every 
man has the right to get between the 
legs of every other man and entirely 
arrest progress—naturally -createsfrie-

In a number of places in the State 


of California, the-cattle are dying from 
4 disease which the veterinary doctors 
term anthrax. 
In the northern part 


of the State there was a Quarantine 
established against the cattle of the 
southern part bt the State, where the 
disease prevailed, but it was removed 
owing to the lack of food in the lower 
counties. The disease is spreading. 
The only effective method, so far dis- 
covered, to check its rapid movement 
is1 to kill each animal afflicted with 
the disease and burn the carcass. 


This disease, also, is fatal to man. 
The attention of the Board of Health 


Ba% "been called to this disease. There 
is a constant importation of cattle 
from the Coast, and in spite of the 
closest vigilance, there Is danger that 
infected stock may be landed here. 


The condition of stock in some of 


our Islands is deplorable, and may in 
time cause a meat famine. The price 
of beef has already risen, and should 
it reach higher figures, it will make it 
impossible for the laborers on the 
plantations to use meat, at the present 
rate of wages. 


The disease known as the J'fluke" 


is unfitting the cattle and sheep for 
marfcet It continues to spread, and 
sadly 
discourages' tbe 
ranchmen. 


Should it not be checked, we shall be- 
come importers of meat from Austra- 
lia and 
California, in 
spjte of our 


great cattle and sheep ranges. 


While the advanced price of meat 


may not disturb the wealthy people, it 
would deprive the poor people of one 
of tbe necessaries of life, and reduce 
the diet of those who live on fixed 
salaries 


Tbe reception and entertainment of 


JHSB Koee of HUo, by the resident* of 
Topeka, Kansas, Is quite enough evi- 
dence to convince the native Hawai- 
ian* that the people of -America, as a 
rule, do not .place them on the level 
ql the negroes, in social matters. 


Jt Is perhaps safe to aay, that not 


a community in the States would to- 
lerate f.or an instant,1 the proposition 
to receive with honors, any girl with 


negro blood in her veins. Last 


year, the female students of Vassar 
college protested against permitting a 
girl to remain in the college, when it 
was discovered that she had a negro 
origin. She was so white In color, 
that, during a long residence with the 
students, this origin had not been de- 
tected.' When It was discovered, the 
unreasoning prejudices of a class of 
most excellent young women, was 
aroused, and many of them behaved 
like savages. 


It Is well known to those who are 


familiar with the social life of the 
Southern States, that some of the most 
accomplished, brilliant, and beautiful 
women have negri blood in their 
veins, but are utterly and permanent- 
ly barred out from the social life of 
the whites. Some of these women 
have been educated in Paris, and in 
manners, musical talent, wit, and all 
social gifts are the peers of their 
white sisters. But the negro taint, 
almost imperceptible in many cases, 
condemns them to social exile, and, too 
often, to immoral lives. In this whole- 
sale exclusion of a class of refined and 
educated women, simply 
the single drop of negro 


because of 
blood, one 


may see an illustration of what we so 
often consider in this paper, the force 
of national hahits and instincts. 


While there is, we believe, no com- 


munity on the Mainland that would 
tolerate the idea of receiving or 
honoring the most beautiful, refined, 
and educated quadroon, we see thou- 
sands of people admiring, carressing, 
and even making themselves 
quite 


silly over a girl with Hawaiian blood 
in her veins. 


So far as the natives are concerned, 


it is fortunate that it is so. It puts 
forever at rest the doubts which the 
'friends of the natives,"—those people 
who have always 
bad advice—have 


given the

Electrical leu Testify on Bnt 


A 
DIFFERENCE 
IN 
THEORIES 


Messrs Buck and Rowell Heard. 


Measurements—"Undertaker's 


Inquiry. 


Yesterday morning the coroner's jnry 


met to continue the investigation re- 
lative to Friday night's tragedy. Sup- 
erintendent Bock was recalled to com- 
plete his unfinished testimony. He 
showed the jury the insulator in which 
•was the broken pin, .around whicn 
-wae & piece of wire which Mr. Bock 
sadd he believed was the same that was 
on the insulator at the time the acci- 
dent occurred; and also a piece of •wire 
'about two feet in length which ihesaid 
was cut out of the fatal wire when it 
•was spliced the next morning. These 
.were offered in evidence and marked 
exhibit "A" and "B" respectively. Mr. 
Bock, believes that the accident was 
caused by a short circuit; that the wire 
was burned off by coming in contact 
with the return wire, -which was about 
eighteen inches from the one which 
caused the trouble. 
Superintendent 


Buck said that the breaking of the in- 
sulation pin from the cross piece, 
which had been weakened by the ants 
bearing out the inside of the pin, leav- 
ing only a thin crust on the outside, 
was the primary cause of the accident; 
that there are several other placas in 
Honolulu where the wires are liable to 
be brought in contact with one another 
and short circuited; that the wire used 
in the city has very poor insulation; 
that all repairs are being done with a 
better quality of material; that he did 
not have sufficient help allowed him to 
do the wonk as it should 'be done, and 
that there was no inspector lor under- 
iwriters except in ihouse work. Mr. 
Buck -was closely questioned by Fred J. 
Cross, expert electrical engineer, and 
Lieuts. Edwin S. Tice and C. A. Cooi- 
ridge, of the Engineer Corps. 


Arthur Whitlock, James C. Crane 


and Mails, linemen in the Government 
employ, were called to identity the 
pieces of wire which had been offered 
in evidence. 


W. E. Rowell, Superintendent of 


public Works, was next called, and 
gave measurements taken by him at 
the place where thtf accident occurred, 
as follows: 
Distance from 
Richards 


street pole to the engine 'house 105 
feet; heigtot of bracket on 
Richards 


street pole, 18 feet 5 inches; height of 
wire from middle of street, 


whjch was saturated with a compound. 
He was then asked what, in his opin- 
ion, caused the death of the two men. 
He replied electrocution, and that the 
reason the third man was not killed 
was that the current flowing in any 
circuit was equal to the Inverse ratio 
of its resistance, hence, if the horse 
was in direct connection with, the wire 
it would receive-the most severe shock, 
and the driver in contact with the 
horse less, and Haanan in connection 
with the driver still less, until finally 
Geertz would only receive about one- 
quarter the shock the horse did. 'Mr. 
Cross said if it were for him to- say, 
he would not permit the current to 
pass through some of the wires under 
existing conditions, as it is extremely 
dangerous. He claims the poles should 
be high enough to carry the primary 
wires above the foliage. 


Edwin S. Tice, E. E., first lieutenant 


Company I, Engineer Corps, stationed 
at Camp Mctynley, was next called, 
the same questions being put ta him 
as were asked of Mr. Cross, ana were 
answered in much the same way, ex- 
cepting as to the cause of the fatal 
wire coming in contact with the one 
of opposite polarity. He did not think 
the breaking of the pin caused the 
wire to fall across the other of its own 
force. He would rather believe some 
vehicle had passed along and the driv- 
er, in order to protect himself from the 
wire which was slightly lowered by 
the breaking of the insulation pin, had 
put out his hand, or perhaps his whip 
and set it in motion sufficient to bring 
it in contact with the other. He said 
the wire in evidence was of the kind 
known as underwriters', now obsolete, 
and called by the electrical fraternity 
"undertaker's" wire. 


Lieut. C. A. Coolidge, also of the en- 


gineer Corps, was next called, and he, 
to substance, corroborated the testi- 
mony of the two other experts. He 
agreed with Mr. Cross regarding the 
wires coming in contact with one an- 
other. 


"While the testimony of Mr. Cross 


was being taken the other experts re- 
tired from the room and were called 
in the order named. 


Superintendent Buck was fully ex- 


onerated by the expert evidence 


Adjourned to 1:30 p m Thursday, 


when a verdict will be formed.

This tap 
was attached to an insulator about one 
loot flown the pole from the cross arm 
from which the pin broke away and 
as the falling wire was attached to a 
pole a few feet distant in such a posi- 
tion as to form the three into an ob- 
lique triangle. Here Mr. Cross pro- 
duced a sketch in illustration of b's 
theory. The inclination of the released 
wire was to fall inward and downward, 
but as the short wire very quickly

MAUI, Oct. 22.—The trustees 
o 


Maunaolu Seminary have held two 
meetings this week, one at Hamakua- 
poko on the 17th and the other at Paia 
on the 20th. It was decided to rebuilt 
the school on another site—at Paia, 
mauka of Sunnyside (the residence of 
Dr Beckwith), and probably about th'e 
same elevation as Grove Ranch. 


The school when re-established Is to 


be conducted on more extensive indus- 
trial lines than heretofore; 
Nursing 


and tailoring in addition to cooking 
and general sewing will be thoroughly 
taught, special teachers to be engaged 
to take charge of the new depart- 
ments. Several large plantation stores 
on Maul will agree to purchase all the 
product fronfohe tailoring department. 
Ripley & Diqkey are to make plans 
for the new buildings, which will cost 
probably about ?25,000. One of 
the 


directors agrees to make good any de- 
ficiency as to funds, subscribed, if 
any there be, provided that the school 
shall be run on industrial lines. 


'Mrs. H. G. Alexander's place has 


been rented and as soon as the neces- 
sary repairs on the* old boys' school 
building are effected, 
the Seminary 


will begin to hold regular sessions.

They should 
not be shielded from the consequences 
of their owa wrong doing and If need 
be let them find out .for iheniselvea 
that "the way of transgressors is 
ha*d." An ounc'eof wise training and 
guidance does more good than a pound 
of punisihment. Co-operation ot par- 
ents should be sought to get the best 
results from the work. Self-conscious- 
ness must be trained away. Do not 
tire little ones in insisting on gram- 
'matical construction. Kindergartens 
sdrould'be artistically decorated, but 
not profusely. One picture at a time is 
best as'it secures undiyidecl attention. 


A paper on Col. Parker's lectures was 


• read by Miss Coan. Before coming .to 


Honolulu he had spent a year in try- 
ing to find the educational neeus of our 
Island people. If he could Jielp to fur- 
ther education in Hawaii it would, re- 
pay only in small part the debt of grat- 
itude the United States 'owes to the 
Hawaiian Islands, for sending-her such, 
a noble educator as Gen. Armstrong. 
He "believes firmly In the individuality 
of teachers. Methods should be simple 
and adapted to the circumstances of 
the pupil whom the teacher must thor- 
oughly know. Communion with ^nature 
should be-the .basis(of all education.

A MONTHLY SERVICE PROJECTED 


Will B* to Australian POrta via Ho- 


nolulu—First Vessel to Leave 


Coast on December 1. 


(Seattle P. I.) 


Seattle's constantly growing com- 


mercial supremacy is again evidenced 
by the fact that this city 'has been 
chosen as the American terminus and 
business headquarters 
of 
another 


transpacific steamship line. The new 
line will ply between % Seattle and Ho- 
nolulu and Australian ports. The 
British • steamer Garronne will leave 
here for Honolulu amd Sydney, N. S. 
iW., December 1* and a montihly service 
of first class vessels will toe inaugurat- 
ed, commencing on that.date. 


The new company, which will com- 


pete with the steamship lines from 
Vancouver and from San, Francisco 
minning to Australia,',will -be called 
the 'British-American line, Frank Wat. 
erhouse, Ltd. Mr. Waterhouse is a 
resident of Seattle. 'Formerly he lived 
in Tacoma, but since the establishment 
of a line .between Victoria and Alas- 
kan ports fey his -company he has made 
this city his headquarters. 


iMr, Waterhouse is authority for the 


statement that the line will be a per- 
manent venture. He was in consulta- 
tion with Judge Charles Richardson, 
of Tacom'a, general counsel for the 
company, when a Post-Intelligencer re- 
porter saw him yesterday in the of- 
fices of the company in the Burke 
building. Mr. Waterhouse-made the 
following statement: 


"If you care to do so, you may state 


that it is our intention to open up a 
steamship line between iPuget Sound 
and Australia. We expect to operate 
this line in connection "with tihe Great 
Northern Railway Company. I have 
just returned tram St. Paul from a 
conference "with the officials of the 
Great Northern, who express a desire 
and wllMngness to co-operate with us 
under a close traffic contract and to 
do everything possible to make the 
line a success. 
"We expect to secure business from 


the Northern Pacific company also. 
Our first steamer, tihe Garonne, will 
leave Seattle for Honolulu and Sydney 
on December 1; She will be followd 
one month later by a vessel equally as 
good and of much greater carrying ca- 
pacity. >We expect ultimately to build 
up as good a business for our line as 
is now being carried .by the Canadian- 
Australian lime, operating from Van- 
couver, and we hope we shall receive 
the hearty co-operation of the citizens 
of Seattle and other JPnget Sound ports.

nie,; but it waa made clear that there 


d'been no definite agreement. In 


their, decision the judges go over the 
ground fully and discuss the several 
recognized systems of time allowance 
and are unanimous in tiheir verdict. 


This Is Mr. Dole's letter: 


Honolulu, 8' Oct., 1898. 


Mr. Charles B. Wilson and Others, 


Judges of the Yacht Race of the 17th 
of September Laet 
Dear Sirs:—The misunderstanding 


of the conditions of the first class yacht 
race was not due to any fault of the 
competitors. By the conditions as an- 
nounced to those who entered the Ha- 
waii ama tihe Marion, the lamer boat 
won the first prize, and. the latter boat 
the,jecond prize; and by the conditions 
as^jundeiretood by those who entered 
the!'Bonnie Dundee, she won tihe first 
prize, and the Hawaii the second prize. 
Tie conditions as announced by the 
committee to those who entered the 
Hawaii and Marion were not -an 
bounced to dhose who entered'the Bon- 
ode Dundee at ail, and they never 
heard of them until the race was over. 


As there seems to be no possibility 


of adjusting the matter, I suggest that 
the Bonnie Dundee be considered as 
out of the race, and the matter be set- 
tled on the theory of a race 'between 
the Hawaii and the Marion alone. •

NEW ARTESIAN WELL. 


. . Good-Sized Stream 
Flowing 


From Opening. 


The new artesian well of Gear, Lan-1 


& Co., for water supply of the 


Kaimuki tract is on the town side of 
the Kapahulu road a short distance 
from Waialae road, or the extension 
of Beretania. The completed well is 
237 feet in depth and has a flow of more 
than 1,000,000 gallons a day. The well 
will be capped today. , The flow has 
been seen by a number of citizens. 
Parties were taken out by Messrs. 
Gear and Lansing on Saturday and by 
Mr, Minton on Sunday. The water 
raises over two feet from the opening 
and- 'quite a stream is. flowing away. 
One more well is to toe driven. Then 
the pumping station is to be Installed. 
It is believed that one well pumped 
would furnish an ample supply for the 
Kaimuki tract residents, but the own- 
ers wish to be absolutely qertatn of 
a full amount. The water is to be 
forced Into a reservoir near Telegraph 


and will then go by natural pres- 


sure to the lot owners. Gear, Lansing 
& Co., are building a house for them- 
selves on the tract. All but two of the 
lots facing Kapahulu road have been 
sold and there is a steady demand for 
the land on the hillside.
